have to be what they purport to be, 
If the law is compiled with. • 
A large number of Inspectors work­ 
ing under the supervision of the de? 
partm ent of agriculture 
will- watch 
dealers of all sorts to see that they do 
not violate the law. 
Offenses against 
! them will be punishable by fine or 
Imprisonment or both. 
It will be Il­ 
legal to manufacture any article of 
food or drug which is misbranded 
or adulterated. Conviction for an of- 
fense against these provisions may • 
be followed by a fine not exceeding . 
$500 and subsequent convictions may 1 
be followed, by a fine of $1,000 or a 
year's imprisonment, or both, 
It Is considered a certainty that as 
a result of the law certain brands of 
jams, preserves and canned goods win 
be all driven out of the market, be­ 
cause the law stipulates that all goods 
must be 
properly 
labeled, 
As all 
liquors in bottles are offered for sale 
at bars must be labeled, what*' is 
known to drinkers as “straight rye” 
whisky must be designated “pure." 
Bottles containing so-called 
blended 
whisky must be markfni In such a way 
as to truthfully describe its contents 
but e x a c tly the form of such label?;
